Foraſmuch, as by 
two former Proclamations Emitted by Us, with Advice of the Lordsof Our 
Privy Council, upon the Ninth and Thirteemh of May one thouſand fix hun- | 
dred and ninety two years, We did Authorize,Declare and Appoint the Com- 
miſſioners of Supply of the haill reſpeCtve Shires and Stewartries within this 
Kingdom, who had, or ſhould Qualifie themſelves according to Law, to be 
Juſtices of Peace in the ſajds ſeveral Shires and Stewartries. And We taking in- 
to Our Conſideration, how much the Appointing of Juſtices of Peace within 
all the ſaids Shires & Stewartries oi this Kingdom,and their due Attending the 
Diſcharge of their ſaid Truſt doth Contribute to the Peace, Quiet and Good 
Government of this Our Kingdom, and to the ſpeedy and eafie ecution of 
Law and Juſtice, to, and upon all Perſons Subjetted to their Juriſdiction and 
Power. Therefore, and without Prejudice of the foreſaid former Proclama- 
tions, but for the Furtherance of theſe Ends, We with Advice of the Lords of 
Our privy Council, Declare, Appoint and Authorize the Commiſſioners of 
Supply for the reſpective Shires and Stewartries of this Kingdom, Named for 
the ſaid Truſt, by the ACts of Parliament made anent the Supply, inthe years 
one thouſand fix hundred and ninety, and one thouſand ſix hundred and nine- 
ty five, and by the firſt At of theſfixth Seſſion of this current Parliament, dated 
the twenty fifth of September laſt by-paſt, who have, or ſhall Qualifie-them- 
ſelves according to Law, to be Juſtices of Peace in their ſaids reſpeftive Shires 
and Stewartries, betwixt and the fifteenth Day of JFaznary next tocome; with 
Power to them to Conveen, Do and Perform every thing, which to the ſaid 
Office and Truſt of. a Juſtice of Peace is competent and knowen to belorg. by 
the ſeveral Laws and Acts of Parliament made thereanent, and Inſtructions 
therein {et down. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ftri&- 
Iy and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs tothe Vercat- 
Croſs of Fdirbnrgh, and to the Mercat-Crofles of the remanent Head-Burghs of 
the {evera]lShires and Stewartries within this Kingdom.and therein Our Name 
and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Intimation of the Premiſſes, thar
